PREPARING  SOIL  AND 
PLANTING 

A very  thorough  prepar- 
ation of  soil  before  planting 
will  save  many  future  dissap- 
pointments.  The  aim  of  such 
preparation  should  be  to 
render  rich  soil,  well  drained 
soil,  mellow  soil  and  as  free 
from  weeds  as  possible.  There 
is  no  dread  of  weeds  or  keep- 
ing soil  in  good  growing  con- 
dition if  proper  cultivation  is 
given  beds  before  and  after 
planting.  It  is  from  straw- 
berry beds  which  have  been 
planted  under  these  conditions 
that  I receive  reports  of  yields 
from  my  vigorous  true  strain 
stock  between  8,000  and  12,000 
quarts  per  acre.  The  best 
ressults  have  been  obtained 
from  early  spring  planting  in 
most  all  states.  It  is  best  to 
have  moisture  conditions  in 
the  soil  very  favorable,  when 
soil  is  too  wet  or  too  dry  do  not 
set  plants,  heel  them  in,  keep 
slightly  moistened  and  in 
shade,  the  planting  should  be 
as  early  as  soil  can  be  proper- 
ly prepared. 

DIGGING  AND  PACKING 

Plants  are  all  one  season’s  growth.  Always  the  entire  rows  are  dug,  then 
plants  are  sorted  to  No.  1 stock,  trimmed,  ready  for  planting,  tied 
twenty-six  in  a bunch.  Plants  are  packed  in  crates,  baskets  and  parcels  in 
properly  dampened  moss  to  reach  all  destinations  in  good  growing  condition. 
When  more  than  one  variety  is  ordered  each  variety  is  easily  separated 
when  received.  Digging  begins  in  March  and  usually  continues  to  May  10.
